TOKIO, Aug. 16.—Private dispatches 
from Peking forecast a gloomy future 
owing to the unsettled state of politics 
there, caused by the absence of a rul- 
ing mind powerful enough to cope with 
the situation. 

The Empress Dowager, whe hereto- 
fore has been sole mistress of affairs, 
is now in a critical state of health. 
Her policy so far has been to play one 
minister against another in order to 
prevent the concentration of power in 
any single hand. . 

In as much as the Empress is in- 
capacitated hy an incurable disease, 
and as the historical animosity of the 
Manchus and Mandarins is increasing, 
the prevailing state of affairs of the 
Peking government a bat - 
Hing problem. 

Whatever compromise may be effect- 
ed between the progressive Yuan Shi 
Kai and the conservative’ Ti 
Tung, there appears little hope of 
realizing the complete stability of 
Peking authority so ee ane nec-

WILL RESIST ASSESSMENT. 
ONLY ONE SEWER NEEDED. 

Property owners living on Eleventh 
and Los Angeles streets have em ployed 
attorneys to carry into court their pro- 
tests against what they term an unjust 
and outrageous sewer assessment. 
Their complaint is over a sewer e 
tending from Ninth to Eleventh 
on Los Angeles street and from Los 
Angeles street to Maple avenue on 
Eleventh street. 

Several years ago a Vrooman Act 
sewer was bullt on Los Angeles street. 
This was sufficient to carry away the 
sewage until the laundries came. Three 
laundries have located on this sewer. 
Each has secured a permit ffom the 
Council to connect with the sewer and 
the combined output of the three has 
filled the main untill sewage bacis up 
into basements of houses along the 
street. 

Now ‘the property owners are asked 
to pay $2488 to provide a new sewer to 
telleve the conjestion. When the first 
Notice was posted and published that 
the sewer was to be laid on Los Ange- 
les and Eleventh streets the property 

wners did not protest, they thought 

laundry companies would pay for 

e sewer. The property owners had 
paid for one sewer and they thought 
they could not be forced to pay for an- 
other. 

Two weeks ago they di that 
the Board of Public Works h ap- 
proved an assessment in which at least 
one laundry company does not pay as 
much as the owner of the adjacent lot. 
There are only three “ys” in the new 
sewer, say the property owners, and 
these ate in front of the laundries no 
other property owner has made any ef- 
fort to connect with the new sewer. 

The owner of the lot at the southeast 
corner of Eleventh and Los ngeles 
streets is assessed for three sewers in 
front of his property. He can have no 
use for more than one. Thé other two 
are laid for the purpose of carrying 
away the water from the laundries. 
The property owners say that they will 
resist payment of the assessments in

Even the closing of the gambling 
dens failed to bring the Chinamen to 
terms, 

Now the Six Companies are inter- 


ested and have selected Won to repre- 
sent them here. The verw life of the 
local Chinatown depends upon the sup- | 


port of these companies, and their 
commands will be obeyed. 

“There are many differences to be 
adjusted in this trouble,” said Won, 
yesterday. It seems that a Chinese 
girl belonging to the Hop Sings was 
asked to dance at a banquet and the 
tong refu to allow her to dance 
and her h6use was boycotted. That 
part of the trouble is an old story. 
There could be nothing of romance in 


it. for the woman was the tnmate of 
a low house, and it was simply a ard 


tion of business courtesy. 

“But the more serious disagreement 
lies in the fact that a powerful man 
of the Hop Sings, who is said to be 
one of their leading officers, is accused 
by his fellow-countrymen of having 
sold them out to the government in- 


spectors. 

Now that is a thing which no tong 
will stand for. It is alleged that this 
man marked certain men of the other 
tongs, whom he did not like, and then 
learning that they had no right to be 
in the country, he informed on them 
to the Federal authorities. 

“An act of that kind among the Chi- 
nese is considered as dishonorable as 
poisoning the streams during a war. 
It is only resorted to by low peeple. 
That is the reason that such unusual 
ill feeling has been caused in this 
fight. The quarrel over the girl could 
have been easily adjusted as could 
the ordinary differences between tong’ 
men, but this business of informing is 
a hard matter to settle. A Chinaman, 
if he is in this country without his 
| certificate, is carefully protected by 
| every, other Chinaman so long as he 
behaves himself. 

“We hope to reach an adjustment of 
the trouble. We „ill not hurry them. 
We will offer our agreements to both 
factions in this tong fight. If they 
want a little time to settle the trouble, 
we will grant them time to think the 
thing over. What we. want to do is 
arbitrate. We want the trouble here 


to be settled just as quickly as possible | 


and we hope then that the Chinese 
quarters will settle down to the busi- 
ness of making money and enjoying 
Ute.“

The striking telegraphers are, as 
was to be expected, resorting to the 
usual lawless, violent labor-union 
tactics. Striking without just cause, 
defeated from the start, their case is 
hopeless. © The labor-unlon virus, 
which always breaks out in destruc- 
tion of property and general lawless- 
ma has crazed these defeated strik- 

ers who have quit their keys with- 
out just reason. 


treacherously forsake their employ- 
ers and turn the industrial world up- 
side down for nothing, all their 
rights, legal and moral, ceased the 
moment they walked out of the of- 
fices in which they had been em- 
ployed. Their duty was to have gone 
about their business and left their 
successors unmolested to perform 
these necessary duties for the whole 
public without further embarrass- 
ment. 

Not content with so seriously dis- 
turbing and injuring the public by 
going on strike, they now endeavor to 
embarrass the telegraph companies 
and to further annoy the people, 
jeopardizing business interests and 
bringing loss upon the whole country 
by deliberately destroying property, 
stealing instruments, conspiriig to 
cause great damage to innocent per- 
sons, breaking wires and apparatus, 
and violating the laws wherever they 
think they have an opportunity. 

‘The: public. generally understands 
that this strike of the telegraphers 
was senseless, causeless and unjusti- 
able. The resultant disturbance to 
business and the discomfort to pri- 
vate life are grievous. The strikers 
have no public sympathy because they 
deserve none, The public is in no 
humor to stand any of the devilish- 
ness which usually accompanies la- 
bor-union strikes. These men that 
are criminally tampering with the 
wires, interfering with the passage of 
messages, perpetrating frauds, send- 
ing bogus messages, assaulting strike- 
breakers with fist or epithet, resort-

HE DENIED RESPITE. 

A day or two ago, when the 
telegraphers vainly threatened to 
leave the country newsless for awhile, 
a wild hope of respite from care and 
trouble seized upon the weary hearts 
and souls of a people clean distracted 
with the effort to keep up with the 
precession. Vistas of peace and rest 
were opened up to the tired vision. 
A chance to stop and think for at 
least fifty-six hours of blessed time 
seemed within reach. The Society for 
the Suppression of Unnecessary 
Noises almost swooned with delight, 
thinking it could close the office and 
go fishing. 

But, alas, it seems that we are 
doomed to disappointment. . The 
blamed old thing is humming away 
as bad as ever, and even worse. In- 
stead of wires “going dead” they ap- 
pear to have taken on a new lease of 
life and are working overtime. The 
very villages of the plain and all the 
hamlets in Sleepy Hollow, as well as 
places like Denver and Seattle that 
are usually disturbed by nothing 
more exciting than a runaway team 
of horses or a dog fight, have put on 
their specs and are seeing things to 
beat the. band. 

It's too bad; it is, by ginger! Think 

of waking up nh morning without 
being hit ir the face by a Chicago 
special saying that the professors in 
Rockefeller's University had broken 
out in a new spot; that Hetty Green 
had bought 5 cents worth of peanuts; 
that Tillman had run his pitchfork 
into a black man when the black man 
was going the other. way; that earth- 
quakes, cyclones, railroad wrecks, 
wars, pestilences, famines and auto- 
mobiles had maimed and killed thou- 
sands of human beings, or that an-.

It would have been so nice, 30 
restful, just to lie back for even two 
days and to close the brain against 
the fierce onslaught of the crazy age 
in which we drag out our insane ex- 
istence.

We must 
keep right on going as though the 
devil were after us—as, indeed, there 
is every reason to suppose he is. 


ESIDENT RELIEVES 
STRAIN. 

Vigorous and fearless as is Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, his latest important 
action shows that his mind is gov- 
erned by not only a strict sense of 
justice but by a broad appreciation of 
the paramount interests of the peo- 
ple. The declaration that Mr. Roose- 
velt is about to give utterance to his 
views and purposes as to the further 
enforcement of the anti-trust laws 
will have an exceedingly beneficial 
effect upon business generally. Mak- 
ing all allowances for the necessity 
of such action as has been taken in 
the past to enforce these laws, and 
also for the ultimate benefits to all 
the people which must follow from

is threatened the business of the coun- 
try broad. , 

Not that the laws are not right, 
and not that the execution of the 
laws was not in the direct line of the 
President's duty, nor yet that the en- 
forcing of these laws had any neces- 
sary or radical connection with busi- 
ness interests; but because there are 
two classes of people who caused a 
disturbance of business, one out of 
fear, the other out of design. Un- 
doubtedly the prosecutions of trusts 
caught red-handed. in violating the 
various anti-trust laws frightened 
timid people by creating in their 
minds a misgiving as to effects upon 
general business conditions. The 
speculators took advantage of the ex- 
isting conditions to make the most 
of these doubts in the minds of per- 
sons who do not fully compreliend 
the situation and who are easily af- 
fected by anything that seems, how- 
ever remotely, to threaten their busi- 
ness interests. It gave a fine oppor- 
tunity to the bear side of the stock 
market to pound down values away 
below their legitimate level. Which- 
ever way the stock market goes, pro- 
vided activity can be created in it, 
some gamblers must make money and 
brokers must make commissions, 

More than ‘his, the whole financial 
and industrial world was disturbed 
by the unusual activity manifested 
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ing into execution the anti-trust stat- 
utes. These laws are of comparative- 


cent enforcement. The abuses which 
they aim to stop were of very slow 
growth, covering a period of fifty 
years in our industrial de ment. 
It is but recently that the é6ffect of 
these combinations and secret agree- 
ments became manifest and the peo- 
ple clamored for protection from 
these predatory campaigns of the few 
against the many. The aovelty of 
the situation was the factor which | 
threatened to bring about more or 
less stagnation in business activity. 
The President has at divers times 
heretofore said all he could say to 


of any person interested in our in- 
dustrial affairs.- He has lucidly called 
attention to the fact which should be 
obvi that unless a corporation 
were Ity of breach of Yaw it had 
nothing tb apprehend. He has con- 
tinually asserted that his only pur- 
pose was to execute the laws which 
he found upon the statute books and 
that he did not intend to be unnec- 


tessarily severe or resentful or vir- 


dictive in the course he was pursu- 
ing. Again, the Attorney-General but 
a few days ago properly announced 
that after going very carefully and 
thoroughly to the bottom of the 
whole matter, the government has 
discovered but comparatively few of 
the great business concerns of the 
country in any way culpable under 
any of the anti-trust laws. Mr. Bona- 
parte, stated that the investigation 
had about covered the whole indus- 
trial .field and that the net result 
was the discovery of perhaps half a 
dozen great business concerns which 
might justly be prosecuted. 

This latest announcement coming 
from the President, that for the fu- 
ture about the only work the gov- 
ernment has in contemplation is the 
carrying to a finality of the various 
suits already begun under these anti- 
trust acts, will have a reassuring ef- 
fect. We now know the full extent 
of the possible effects of this cam- 
paign. We find that in a general way 
it has been entirely just and proper, 
that no great vital interest of the 
country is threatened, even with tem- 
porary embarrassment, beyond its 
ability to meet obligations by the 
government and courts. 

Undoubtedly the business world 
will at once take full cognizance of 
this important announcement. Men 
of great business experience and 
known sagacity will recognize that 
so far as these prosecutions have 
gone, they have not only been in di- 
rect line with the law and a duty 
resting upon the conscience of the 
government; and furthermore that 
the net result, when it all is over, 
will not be detrimental to any legiti- 
mate bésiness interest, but on the 
contrary will be of direct and great 
benefit to corporate interests and 
business activities. 


DANK OF ENGLAND DISCOUNT 
RATE UP. 

On Thursday afternoon, the day of 
the week on which the directors of 
the Bank of England hold their regu- 
lar meeting, the discount rate was 
advanced from 4 to 4% per cent. 
There are two points of significance 
in this. First, it is an unusual time 
of year for this institution to ad- 
vance the rate. Money is usually 
easier in London along in midsummer 
than at any other season, and the or- 
dinary course is to drop the discount 
rate rather than to raise it. It is a

AL IMPROVEMENTS. 
It is evident that the new Post- 
master-General is more of a business 
man than à politician, and that he 
means to improve the service regard- 
less of the interests of Senator Platt 
and 
Meyer announces that he is going to 
ask Congress to establish a parcels 
post service and a postal savings 
bank, both of which have been in suc- 
cessful operation for years in other 
countries, and would have been adopt- 
ed long ago in the United States but 
for the opposition of interests hav- 
ing sinister influence in public af- 
fairs. 

The parcels post is a conveniencé 
demanded by the public. It is no un- 
tried experiment, and there is no 
plausible business reason why it 
should not be established. Only the 
express companies are opposed to it, 
but they have had agents in Wash- 
ington—paid servants of the public at 
that—powerful enough to prevent the 
passage of a bill carrying out the 
clearly-expressed will of the people. 
The power of corporation agents and 
attorneys in Congress has been weak- 
ened of late, however, and there is 
some likelihood that respectful at- 
tention will be paid ta the recommen- 
dations of the Postmaster-General. 

Postal savings banks have proved 
of great benefit to the public wher- 
ever. they have been established, par- 
ticularly to the people of rural com- 
munities and towns too small to sup- 
port commercial banks. The postal 
savings bank affords an opportunity 
for the exercise of thrift and encour- 
ages the people to make provision 
against ill-fortune. The advantages 
and benefits are obvious. 


HE DENIED RESPITE. 

A day or two ago. when the 
telegraphers vainly threatened to 
leave the country newsless for awhile, 
a wild hope of respite from care and 
trouble seized upon the weary hearts 
and souls of a people clean distracted 
‘with ‘the effort to keep up with the 
procession.

that Tillman had run his. pitchfork 
into a black man when the black man 
was going the other. way; that earth- 
quakes, cyclones, railroad wrecks, 
wars, pestilences, famines and auto- 
mobiles had maimed and killed thou- 
sands of human beings, or that an- 
other Pittsburgh . millionaire had 
married a chorus girl! 

It would have been so nice, 30 
restful, just to lie back for even two 
days and to close the brain against 
the flerce onslaught of the crazy age 
in which we drag out our insane ex- 
istence.

It is but recently that the. t of 
these combinations and secret agree- 
ments became manifest and the peo- 
ple clamored for protection from 
these predatory campaigns of the few 
against the many. The novelty of 
the situation was the factor which 
threatened to bring about more or 
less stagnation in business activity. 
The President has at divers times 
heretofore said all he could say to 
prevent unnecessary fears on the part 
of any person interested in our in- 
dustrial affairs.- He has lucidly called 
attention to the fact which should be 
obvious, that unless a corporation 
were guilty of breach of law it had 
nothing t) apprehend. He has con- 
tinually asserted that his only pur- 
pose was to execute the laws which 
he found upon the statute books and 
that he did not intend to be unnec- 
jessarily severe or resentful or vin- 
dictive in the course he was pursu- 
ing. Again, the Attorney-General but 
a few days ago properly announced 
that after golng very carefully and 
thoroughly to the bottom of the 
whole matter, the government has 
discovered .but comparatively few of 
the great business concerns of the 
country in any way culpable under 
any of the anti-trust laws. Mr. Bona- 
parte stated that the investigation 
had about covered the whole indus- 
trial .field and that the net result 
was the discovery of perhaps half a 
dozen great business concerns which 
might justly be prosecuted. 7 
This latest “announcement coming 
from the President, that for the fu- 
ture about the only work the gov- 
ernment has in contemplation is the 
carrying to a finality of the various 
suits already begun under these anti- 


fect. We now know the full extent 
of the possible effects of this cam- 
paign. We find that in a general way 
it has been entirely just and proper, 
that no great vital interest of the 
country is threatened, even with tem- 
porary embarrassment, beyond its 
ability to meet obligations by the 
government and courts. 

Undoubtedly the business world 
will at once-take full cognizance of 
this important announcement. Men 
of great business experience and 
known sagacity will recognize that 
so far as these prosecutions have 
gone, they have not only been in di- 
rect line with the law and a duty 
resting upon the conscience of the 
government: and furthermore that 
the net result, when it all is over, 
will not be detrimental to any legiti- 
mate business interest, but on the 
contrary will be of direct and great 
benefit to corporate interests and 
business activities. 


ANK OF ENGLAND DISCOUNT 
RATE UP. | 

On Thursday afternoon, the day of 
the week on which the directors of 
the Bank of England hold their regu- 
lar meeting, the discount rate was 
advanced from 4 to 4% per cent. 
There are two points of significance 
in this. First, it is an unusual time 
of year for this institution to ad- 
vance the rate. Money is usually 
easier in London along in midsummer 
than at any other season, and the or- 
dinary course ts to drop the discount 
rate rather than to raise it. It is a

If European specula- 
tors had been selling largely under 
these bear raids, it would lay a basis| 
for drawing money from us rather 
than create a danger of the flow of 
gold coming westward across the At- 
lantic, An influence which has tend- 
ed to cause a westward flow in the 
gold stream is that England has been 
buying American wheat during the 
su more freely than for some 
years past. The threat of a short 
wheat crop caused very free buying 
on the part of English millers and 
grain importers, and we have been 
answering the call very liberally at 
pretty high prices. Of course this 
puts London in debt to New York 
by a very large sum of money. There 


may be, other reasons for this ad- 


vance in the discount rate of the Bank 
of England, probably are. The strain 
upon the money market is about as 
acute as any time, and the condition 
bs world wide. But above all other 
considerations the advance was prob- 
ably made at this time because of a

HE MOROCCAN DIFFICULTY. | 
There will be more bloodshed 
along the Moroccan coast. The Mos- 
lems evidently do not intend to lie 
down until they are shot down. The 
discontent and resentment against 
foreigners in Morocco are becoming 
more and more intense. 
London is daily more perturbed at 
the aspect of affairs in India. There 


ts a general unrest, racial and re- 


ligious. Great Britain is beginning 
to find out the disposition and pur- 
poses of her ally, Japan. Japanese 
agitators are working through India 
and stirring up discontent among the 
Hindoos. 

A general Moslem uprising is not 
probable, but it decidedly possible. 
Such an outbreak would have world- 
wide significance. 

There is a pretty safe anchorage to 
hoid by,.even should the worst come. 
The King of England and his nephew, 
the Kaiser, have just held a confer- 
ence and it seems to have brought 
the two monarchs more closely to- 
gether than they have been for years 
past. From Germany King Edward 
went down into Austria and came to 
terms with the aged Emperor of that 
empire. When France and Japan re- 
cently came to an understanding very 
similar to that between England and 
Japan. the agreement was submitted 
to Germany for approval. The com- 
pact between England and Russia was 
also submitted to the Kaiser in for- 
mal terms for his consideration, and 
to this he gave his approval. Ger- 
many’s interest in any agreement be- 
tween England and Russia centers in 
Asia Minor, where German concerns 
are very important. 

The New York Sun is of the opin- 
ion that what took place in Egypt 
when Pugland occupied that country 
will necessarily follow in Morocco. 
This well-informed paper is of the 
opinion that the cities of the Moroc- 
can littoral will be divided between 
the several gévernments of Europe. 


Even Germany is to have a slice of 


other. If these various kingdoms and 
empires of Western Europe, taking in 
with them the republic of France, are 
in such intimate “combine,” it is 
difficult see how a war could arise 
in Western Burope at present.

Injuri received as the 
result of wrecks and collisions are 
comparatively few, because the car ds 
under control of the motorman, who is 
able to avoid colliding with other cars 
or street vehicles. 
“The newspaper advertising was 
tried as an experiment and has proved 
a huge success. Early in the year we 
began by announcing a campaign of 
education. Our display advertisements 
were illustrated with pictures. show- 
ing the right.and wrong ways of get- 
ting off a car. We have used photo- 
graphs of women only because we ex- 
perience little or no difficulty with men 
and boys. Our claim department has 
taken up the matter vigorously and in 
the future our company will advertise 
systematically. We will run our ads. 
in series, using fetchy pictures, and 
thus hope to educate the people how 
to protect themselves against acci- 
dents. The results of this advertis- 


ent year have shown it to be a suc- 
cess, not only from a humanitarian 
standpoint, but commercially as well. 
I am not at liberty to give figures 
on the saving to our company, be- 
cause they are not definite enough to 
be properly calculated at this time. 
I am of the beltef, however, that the 
success of the advertising 
scheme will save many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in the next ten 
years. The claims against. the com- 
pany filed with the courts are usually 
excessive, but this does not prevent 
us from often becoming the victim of 
expensive court costs, even though we 
are often able to show the jury the 
injustice of personal injury claims. 
“We are not confining this cam- 
alen to the task of educating the pub- 
lic. We have recently employed ten 
road officers to act In a supervisory 
capacity and intelligently instruct our 
trainmen on their conduct toward the 
public and how to avold accidents 
The road officers are given periodical 


this instruction. in turn, is passed 
down to motormen and conductors. 
| Whenever an accident occurs the train 
crew is brought to headquarters, where 
a thorough investigation is made. Ad- 
vantage is taken of the experience 
gained, and not only are these two 
men given instructions, but occaston 
is taken to instruct all other employés 
in a manner that „ill prevent similar 
accidents in the future. 
One of the greatest troubles, ex- 
perlenced by public-service corporations 
‘is a persistent habit of people with 
whom they -do business of ignoring 
certain rules of rectprocity, as applied 
to dealer and consumer. Experience 
has proven that the public, as a rule, 
considers the conductor and motorman 
of a street car as an integral part of 
mechanical makeup of the com- 
ny. Seventy-five per cent. of the 
rsons who ride on street cars ad- 
dress conductors in a manner, that, if 
they were to so speak in a drawing- 
room or even a good hotel, would stamp 
them as being -without knowledge of 
the first rules of common courtesy. Hu- 
man weakness is bound almost invari- 
‘ably to bring a reply in kind —

APPLE CROP VERY POOR. 


Yield to Be Light, Both in United 
States and Canada, Owing to Un- 
favorable Weather Conditions. 

This season's apple crop will be as 
tar below the normal in some sections 
of Canada as in the United States. 
The opinion prevails that apples will 
this season bring better prices than 


The large apple-growing districts of 
Canada are said to have suffered from 
a spell of exceedingly dry weather at 
a time most fatal to the growth of 
the fruit. 

Owing to exceptionally unfavorable 
conditions throughout the apple-rais- 
ing districts of the United States, the 
yield will be much less than that of 
Jast year. While winter apples may 
make a fair showing, early and fall 
varieties will be poor in quality and 
comparatively few in number. In some 
sections, the orchards are complete 
failures. 

In the districts near the Great Lakes 
some orchards, it is reported, are bare 
of fruit. while others will yield very 
lightly. Yellow Transparent, Duchess 
and Astrachan apples will be especial- 
ly limited in‘supply. Indications are 
for a light crop of Ben Davis, rus- 
sets, Kings and Baldwin varieties. 

In the Annapolis Valley, the largest 
apple-growing district of Canada, the 
apple crop is said to be exceptionally 
good, and there will be an abun- 
dant yield of all varieties. 

Owing to’ the shortage of the apple 
crop in this country, most of the Ca- 
nadian crop will be marketed here, in- 
stead of in Europe.

‘ SOUTH PASADENA, Aug. 16.—The 
report of the committee of five on the 
| water question will be presented at the 
next mecting of the City Trustees, next 
Monday night. The problem of devel- 
oping a sufficient supply to make the 
municipality independent of the pri- 
vate company that now furnishes the 
water and also to insure protection 
against fire is considered one of the 
most serious questions before the tax- 
payers. 


At the suggestion of K. H. Lock- 
wood, former Trustee, the town fathers 
have held two meetings to consider a 
proposition for developing water in the 
low lands back of the Busch property. 
Mr. Lockwood made a careful investi- 
gation before calling on the Trustees 
to take the matter up, and gave it as 
his. opinion that en abundance of good 
water could be had for all purposes. 
As an example of what could be done, 
he cited the success of Adolphus Busch 
in pumping water from the same tract 
to his property, using a small motor. 

For a long time the city has suffered 
from the lack of fire protection, a 
volunteer hand brigade affording al! 
the means at hand for fighting flames. 
Owners of fine houses in the valley 
are much interested in the outcome of 
the Trustees’ deliberations. 

FOR BETTER SCHOOLS. 

Strong resolutions were passed last 
night at the session of the Board of 
School Trustees to the end that better 
school facilities be provided for the 
western section of South Pasadena.
